SINGING comes - naturally to 
Williams. Fact is, he’s been singing ever 
since he was little shaver on the farm near 
Georgiana, Alabama, where he was born. 
Like many typically American farmboys, 
he grew up to the strains of the tender 
hymns that his family and neighbors so 
dearly loved. He had such a remarkable 
voice that his folks gave him a guitar on 
his 8th birthday, and in no time at all he 
was playing his own accompaniments. 


When he was a bit older he formed his 
own band. The group played at square 
dances until they became so popular that 
a name was necessary. Hank decided on 
“Hank Williams and His Drifting Cow- 
boys.” Aged 14, he got his first radio job 
on WSFA in Montgomery Alabama. And 
along about then, Grand Ole Opry heard 
about him, signed him up, and, Hank and 


Hank|his group have 


been making music on 
WSM ever since. 


MGM Records inked him to an exclu- 
sive contract in 1947. His very first label 
featured “Move It On Over” — a tremend- 
ous hit and his “Lovesick Blues” became 
one of the biggest hillbilly sellers in the 
history of record making. Moreover he’s a 
song writer of great fame. 


Hank is married to‘a lovely girl who is 
featured on his programs. She is known 
to their fans as Miss Audry. The Williams 
family also includes a boy, Randall Hank 
Williams, born May 26, 1949. 


There are those who call Hank Williams’ 
voice the “greatest hillbilly voice they’ve 
ever heard.” 


YOU HEAR Roy Acuff sing - and how 
fthat man can sing! - and you wonder about 
the man behind this remarkable voice. You 
know that he is one of the truly great 


stars of Grand Ole Opry. You are told; 


his recordings of country folk ballads have 
sold more than 25,000,000 copies, that he 
operates three radio shows, a road comp- 
any that makes as much as $5,000 a night, 
‘one of the largest music publishing bus- 
inesses in the South, and a $175,000 resort 
called Dunbar Cave which includes a huge 
lake, a big swimming pool, dance floors, 
concessions and a 100-room hotel. You 
have seen him as featured music maker in 
the movies. You learn that he can’t read 
a word of music, and yet by many in the 
“know” he is rated the most enduring and 
successful of all the hillbilly singers. You 
listen to him, again and again, until it be- 
comes a habit that you will never break, 
and still you wonder about the person- 
ality behind a voice that casts its mir- 
aculous spell upon you and millions of 
‘other devoted admirers. 

“Everything I am has growed up with 
'me,” he says simply. “It’s the way we kind 
of people are.” To understand this remark- 
able man, one should go back to the soil 
where he was born in Maynardsville, Tenn- 
essee. This devoted community -has erected 
a marker commemorating the event. His 
parents moved to,a tenant farm in the 
foothills of the Great Smokies when he 
was a little tot. There he won his calluses 
as a real hillbilly. And at heart, he still is! 
But with this difference - and in hillbilly 
circles it is‘a major one - he doesn’t sing 
from his throat and through his nose. His 
sister Sue, who took voice lessons and 
practiced diligently, amused him so that as 
a boy he mocked her monotonous practic- 


‘ing. Unconsciously, he learned by this how 


to sing from the pit of his stomach, same 
as they do in opera. It added to the endur- 
ance of his voice, and consequently, its 
miraculous power and depth. 

In those early days on the tenant farm, 
Roy followed a mule and double shovel be- 
tween rows of young corn. He attended the 
local corn huskings where a gallon jug was 
eoncealed under a pile of corn and the 
neighbors shucked furiously to see who 
would reach it first. There were also pea 
hullings, bean shellings, apple peelings and 
candy pullings that ended with dancing and 
singing. It was then that Roy began build- 
ing up his backlog of mood and sincerity. 

It_is this mood he creates, backed by the

utter sincerity of the man, as well as that 
superb, soul-warming, spine-tingling voice 
of his, that give us a true picture of Roy’s 
unique personality. The atmosphere of a 
hillbilly show is charged with humor, but 
when Roy launches into one of his serious 
numbers, the fun stops! He lowers his eyes, 
as if in prayer, then, starting to sing, he 
throws back his head, looks up at the sky 
and lets go. Many firmly believe that he 
is singing to: heavenly accompaniment. 
Only .the complete sincerity that is his 
could accomplish what might otherwise, in 
someone else, be regarded as mere theat- 
rical gesture. Recently, a sophisticated New 
Yorker was chided for admiring him so 
openly. “I know it’s silly’, she replied,“but 
he makes me cry anyhow”. He_ believes 
what he sings with a passion that Evang- 
alist Billy Sunday might have envied. One 
song he composed so affected him he was 
unable to perform it publicly for over a 
year. To quote one of his devoted follow- 
ers: “He makes me think of honest, God- 
fearing people sitting around an open fire 
in split bottom chairs”. 


Roy is an honest-to-goodness man of the 
people. No matter how great his success 
wherever he goes, he takes with him that 
center of hillbilly world: Nashville, Tenn- 


essee. There Roy Acuff is really a king. 
Folks arrive at this mecca of the mountain 


music from the back country with their 
fiddles, guitars, accordions, harmonicas and 


nasal, twangs, just as aspiring concert 
singers go to New York. All his neighbors 
and everyone in Tennessee consider them- 
selves neighbors of Roy Acuff! - want to 
get on Grand Ole Opry which stars this 
favorite of theirs. i 
Modesty is another trait of his. Even 
close friends are unaware of many of his 
accomplishments. He describes himself as 
only a fair hunter and rifleman, but not 
long ago he drove a nail into a board by 
shooting at it with a small calibre rifle. 
His musical career came close to suffer- 
ing a setback in 1944 - but it wasn’t the 
sort of setback you’d expect. Roy was sud- 
denly, unexpectedly nominated for Gover- 
nor of Tennessee. He thought it was tom- 
foolery and bowed out. But they did it 
again in 1946 - and again he demurred 
But in 1948, while he was out in Holly- 
wood making a movie, his thousands of 
friends once more nominated him to this 
high office. He beat his primary rival 8 
to 1. Calling off all his engagements, ex- 
cept his Saturday night broadeast, he tour- 
ed the State with his Smoky Mountain 
Boys - at his own expense. Roy is now 
glad he wasn’t elected. As Governor, he 
realizes he would be just another politic- 
ian. As a hillbilly singer, he is THE Roy 
Acuff! -

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IT is only natural that I should be in- 
terested in folk music because I was born 
into it — my father was a hoedown fiddler 
and my mother plays the organ. I gained 
the rudiments of music at an early age and 
have been studying it ever since. 


There was a time when I moved into the 
“long hair’ field—playing a piano concert 
at the age of twelve — but I didn’t reach 
any great heights. From that field, I 
went to jazz and continued this work after 
I graduated from high school. 


All the time I was in “long hair” and 
jazz, there was always that desire to get 
back into folk music. To me, that’s real 
music. It is fundamentally American and, 
to my way of thinking, it is the most 
honest music you can play. There’s no- 
thing synthetic about it. 

Fads in music, like women’s styles, come 
and go, but folk music just keeps rolling 
along. Folk music hasn’t undergone any 
fundamental change in the last 100 years 
and I think that is why people in all walks 
of life like it so much. It has to be in its 
original character. Dress it up and folk 
music loses its character. There’s no pre- 
tense to it. The average person can under- 
stand it; therefore it always has had uni- 
versal acceptance and appeal. 

The beauty of folk music lies in its 
simplicity. I would compare folk music with 
Chopin waltzes. The simplicity and charm 
of Chopin’s music has endeared him to the 
world forever. The same is true of folk 
music. 

Don’t underestimate the popularity of 
folk music. I did quite a few records with 
Burl Ives and received more compliments 
on those waxings than any I ever did. 
People still remark about them. 

About a year ago the famed Hollywood 
Bowl was leased for a big folk music jam- 
boree. Understand that before our appear- 
ance there, the Bowl had always been 
considered as a spot for “symphonies under 


RSE 


the stars” — strictly a “long hair’ haven. 


We staged a show with folk music choral 
groups, square dancing and western and 
folk music bands. There wasn’t a vacant 
seat in the mammoth bowl and the mana- 
ger, a bit reluctant to lease the Bowl to 
us, was completely amazed, so much so 
in fact that a similar show will be staged 
there again this year. 


That turnout answers exactly what I 
have been saying. People, even though they 
may know little about music, are drawn 
to folk songs because it is a type of 
music easy to understand and there’s a 
nostaglia to it that carries them back to 
their early days when they lived in a small 
town or on a farm. 


Don’t get me wrong — that folk music 
appeals only to people who have lived on 
farms or come from small towns. It is a 
surprising fact that New York, with all its 
sophisticated and cosmopolitan airs, is one 
of the biggest buyers of folk music rec- 
ords and sheet music in the country. 


One song I wrote, “One Dozen Roses,” 
made the Hit Parade for several weeks in 
1942. Fundamentally, the song was con- 
structed along the lines of folk tunes. It 
gained quite a bit of popularity and I 
believe that was mainly because it remind- 
ed people of folk songs they’ve listened 
to through the years. 


Folk music is again coming to the fore 
in popularity. My orchestra works with 
Curt Massey and Martha Tilton on the 
five-a-week CBS musical program and 
every time we do a folk song, the mailbag 
is heavy with requests for more. 


Massey records with London Records and 
the company is so certain that folk music 
is gaining in public favor that Curt and I 
are now looking over some scores of folk 
songs preparatory to making a complete 
album of what I will always maintain is 
real American music. ;

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OZIE WATERS, popular singing cowboy 
featured for several years in motion pic- 
tures and radio, is now an exclusive Coral 
recording artist. ; 

In addition to his motion picture and 
radio duties, Ozie is an outstanding song- 
writer, listing several hit tunes among his 
original compositions. In fact, he debuted 
on Coral in mid-1950 with two of his song- 
writing efforts, “Iron Horse,” and “Father 
Time Is Knocking At My Door.” 

He will soon be seen in the featured role 
of “Riders of the Black Mesa,” the latest 
western picture in the Durango Kid series 
for Columbia Pictures. Ozie has appeared 
in a total of 16 pictures for Columbia and 
United Artists and many of his films are 
being re-released via television, notably 
those made with Hopalong Cassidy. 

In constant demand for personal appear- 
ances, the tall, mellow-voiced country sing- 
er has gained added popularity as the star 
of many radio shows, the most recent of 
which was the coast-to-coast show emanat- 
ing from Hollywood. 

Ozie wasn’t born a cowboy, but rather 
a farm lad in Fulton, Missouri. With the 
advent of World War II, he “joined the 
Navy to see the world,” and landed in 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. While stationed 
there, he made his first radio appearance 
on the island station KGU, twanging a 
guitar and singing in his soft, pleasing 
voice the gentle ballads of America’s Old 
West. Honolulu audiences liked his pro- 
grams so much that, after his tour of duty 
in the Navy had ended, he was called back 
to KGU for a series of commercial shows. 
During the recent war, Ozie and his Col- 
orado Ranger Band entertained thousands 
of service men and women and won special 
citations from Uncle Sam. 

Among the Coral star’s best-known

This girl — famous today as Lulu 
Belle — was born in a Boone, North Car- 
olina, farmhouse on Christmas Eve, 1913. 
Before she was 10 she had already mem- 
orized an incredible number of mountain 
ballads she’d heard her family and neigh- 
bors singing. Later, when the family 
moved to Virginia, then to Kentucky, Flor- 
ida, and Tennessee, she kept on adding 
to her repertoire of: folk songs. 


At 14, she quit Happy Valley High 
in Elizabethtown, Tennessee, and went to 
work in a silk mill. Finally, when the 
family settled in Evanston; Illinois, Myrt 
worked as a nursemaid, a dime store clerk 
and hotel maid. 


Came the big day when her father took 
her to Chicago’s WLS. Her success was so 
great that she was soon well on her way 
to fame and fortune. Always chewing 
gum, or gnawing on a sandwich during 
her performances, her audiences are con- 
tinually wondering what this pretty cut- 
up will do’ next. 


Lulu Belle is 5 feet eight inches tall, 
fair, with auburn hair, and she looks-like 
a high school senior. Always wears old- 
fashioned dresses, high-top shoes and a 
bow on her hair. 
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SCOTTY WISEMAN was born 40 miles 
over the mountain from Boone — where 
Lulu Belle came from — on a farm near 
Ingalls, North Carolina. His mother taught 
him Southern and old English ballads, and 
his uncle, ‘Honey Waits’ Wiseman, show- 
ed him how to play square dance tunes 
on a homemade 6-string banjo. When he 
was 11, Scotty sold a pig for $4.95 and 
bought a brand new mail order guitar. 
He won a trip to Washington, D.C., on an 
amateur contest and stopped off at WRVA, 
Richmond, Va., on his way home _ to make 
his first radio appearance. The folks wel- 
comed him back to North Carolina with 


a big reception and a job at WMMN in 
Fairmont. 


His big inspiration was Bradley Kincaid, 
who gained fame on the WLS National 
Barn Dance. When Scotty heard that 
Kincaid had left this radio station he ap- 
plied for the job — and got it! He joined 
WLS the same year that a new girl sing- 
er - guitarist named Lulu Belle became a 
featured player with the National Barn 
Dance. A year later, the producers team- 
ed up Lulu Belle and Scotty in what was 
soon to become a famous pair of enter- 
tainers. Then — in the year following — 
they went to see a preacher where Lulu 
Belle blurted out, “Me ‘n’ Scotty want 
to get hitched.” 


As a composer Scotty is best known for 
his “Have I told You Lately That I Love 
You?” “Remember Me”, “Homecoming 
Time, In Happy Valley”, “Mountain Dew” 
and “That Crazy War”. He is 5 feet 11% 
inches tall, has sandy hair, light blue eyes. 
He always displays a friendly grin when 
he talks with his soft Carolina accent. 


Lulu Belle and Scotty have been featured 
in seven movies and they’ve recorded on 
half a dozen labels. They live in Oak Park, 
a suburb of Chicago. Their two children, 
Linda Lou, 14, and Stephen, 9, are both 
budding musicians, their special interests 
being the piano.

TEXAS BILL STRENGTH says “I love 
to sing folk songs because they have been 
inspired by American people up through 
the generations, and they are something 
that we all love to hear and sing”. 

And Bill writes many songs, too, his best 
seller being “Black Coffee Blues”, a recent 
release on the 4-Star label. 

He hails from the heart of Texas. His 
Dad was a coal miner and was never able 
to give his children the good things that 
kids want. But Texas Bill wouldn’t “stay 
put”, as the saying goes; he was determin- 
ed to become a professional singer. At 
the age of 16 he won an amateur contest 
at Houston’s Joy Theatre. A representative 
of KTHT happened to be in the audience. 
He gave the ambitious youngster his first 
opportunity to sing over the air. Bill tells 
us that he’ll never forget the experience. 
“My Mother thought for sure I was dying, 
and I can’t say what the old man said”. 
However, Bill began pulling fan mail after 
he’d been on KTHT awhile. From there he 
went to KFEQ in St. Louis in 1946. Follow- 
ing his appearance on KFEQ he was spon- 
sored on 17 other stations as well. 

Early this year, Bill joined the CIO staff. 
He has now transcribed programs on more 
than 126 radio stations with George 
Baldanzi, Executive V.P. of the Textile 
Workers Union of America, and Nat’l. Dir- 
ector of the CIO Organizing Committee. 

As the CIO has 6% million members, 
Bill’s slogan on his 4-Star records is “The 
Boy With 6% Million Sponsors”.

NOWHERE is the national trend to- 
ward old-time dancing stronger than it 
is in the Midwest. One of the many good 
reasons for this is a group of musicians 
known as Lawrence Duchow’s Red Raven 
Orchestra. This RCA-Victor 11-piece band 
packs ’em in no matter where they ap- 
pear: — at Chicago’s Trianon, the Raveno 
near Neenah, Wisconsin, the Dreamland 
in Sheboygan, or the Hollywood in St. 
Cloud. 

The popular bands play to big crowds, 
but they do not surpass the steady draw- 
ing power of the old-time dance purvey- 
ors exemplified by Lawrence Duchow and 
the various other inspired musicians now 
providing the melody and rhythm for a 
constantly growing number of fans.

Lawrence Duchow, 
nothing more than to cavort through the 
“Barroom Polka”, “More Beer”, “Pepper 
Pot Polka”, “I Love An Old-Fashioned 
Polka”, ete. He keeps up a continual 
banter with his admirers while dishing 
out tunes on his accordion and calling 
the circle two-steps, or even cutting up 
with a polka version of a hep-cat. 

In addition to hearing him in person, 
his devoted public in the Midwest and 
elsewhere never seem to get enough of 
his RCA-Victor recordings. All the tunes 
hereinbefore mentioned are on wax, as 
well as “Swiss Boy”, “Cruising Down 
The River”, “Blue Skirt Waltz’, “St. 
Bernard Waltz’, “Milwaukee Polka” and 
“Seven Beers With The Wrong Woman”. 
His hottest current release, reportedly 
breaking into a sensational hit, is the 
“Vagabond Waltz’, written by Matt 
Pelkonen and Russ Hull. The way Law- 
rence Duchow and his Red Ravens serve 
up this fine number is definitely big 
time.
